At Home with the Patagonians. 

Mr Musters comes before tbe public 
with excellent credentials. He is the first 
English traveller wlm lias lived with fcbe 
Telmolches, and shared in their sports, 
privations, and dangers, for tha sole pur- 
pose of seeing an unknown land, and of 
gaming an acquaintance with the wander- 
ing tribes by whom it is sparsely occupied 
Such an adventure, full of peril a ad in- 
volving no common hardships, demanded 
the highest endurance, courage, and saga- 
city, and these traveller’s virtues appear 
to have been pon assed by Mr Musters. 
Me iicquij ed the habits of the Indians, 
and e .limited I he strength and dexterity 
which are so highly valued by them. He 
painted his face and body after the fashion 
of the country, and found die custom use- 
ful as a preservative from chapped skin, 
and from the heat of the sun ; he allowed 
himself to be tattooed “ by a fair en- 
slaver;'’ he 1 owned how to “ball” tbe 
ostrich and guan -o, bow to go along period 
without food, and excited ilie admiration 
of tbe Indians by the skill with which he 
broke in an untamed horse, or joined in the 
dance in full costume of ostrich feathers 
and girdle of beds. Mr Musteis made no 
objection to thb food of the country. lie 
found the meat of the gnanco excellent 
and the ostrich eggs nutritious, acquired 
quite a taste for horseflesh, ate armadillos 
with satisfaction, and advises all travellers 
“to boil their puma.” Nor was be wholly 
insensible io the charms of tbe ladies, and 
confesses to have boon nearly inveigled into 
matrimony by a Patagonian beauty : — 

“A fair young Indian, whose hair cut 
across ihe forehead denoted widowhood, 
moreover having several marcs and con- 
siderable possessions, to whom I had per- 
haps paid some sight uRinaon, proposed 
that I should sot up toldo with her. This 
was quite out of my programme of the 



delusion of some Englishmen, a delusion 
Strengthened perhaps by Mrs Norman’s 
song, that tbe desert Arab is kind to bis 
horse; but the I'chuelche Indian is really 
fond of the animal on which he depends 
for mod and h,e. Anil the horse apnre* 
ciates the treatment lie receives. The 
smallest children can mount racers which 
show signs of fear and temper when ap- 
proached by a white man. “Indeed there 
appears to be a sort of instinctive mutual 
boml between tbe Indians and their horses. 
Hunting is of course the common employ- 
ment of the Indians, and racing is their 
pastime. The horses, which are entirely 
grass fed. porsess great speed and endur- 
ance. The Northern Indians will ride at 
full speed down the most precipitous places, 
but they guard against danger by placing 
hide shoes on obe : v horses’ fore feeit” °

More Sleep. 

A writer in the Chiccrjo Tribune expresses 
himself on the necessity of sound sleep and 
plenty of it : — We have all been educated to 
believe that the time given to bed is lost, and 
we can gain all .the hours we steal from it. 
Children have been taught that prompt ris- 
ing in the morning is a beautiful thing. I 
am not sorry, therefore, that one of the me- 
dical faculty, Dr Hall, has hail the good sense 
to tell the world that children, until the age 
of eighteen, and old and feeble people, (and 
he might as well have said everybody), need 
ten hours’ sleep ; that bouncing suddenly out 
of bed in the morning is as hurtful as it is 
disagreeable : that fifteen or twenty minutes 
spent in gradually waking up, stretching the 
limbs, and letting the blood resume its 
wonted circulation, is time well spent. For 
the sudden sending of the blood to the heart 
is a severe shock, and the person who gets 
up in this hasty and reckless manner is cer- 
tain to be drowsy by mid-day, unless he or 
she be an editor or a belle, and does not get 
up till afternoon. I concur in this— in fact, 
I always knew that this was true ; and think 
further that pulling anybody out of bed ought 
to be a State prison offence, and that con- 
viction for it could be had bsfoi'e any of our 
ordinary sleepy juries— if they were wide- 
awake enough to hear the evidence. The 
instinct of children against early and espe- 
cially sudden rising, is well founded ; ami it 
is pleasant to have the assurance that the 
learned faculty confirm a long and growing 
conviction, that it is not a sin to lie in bed 
until the second bell rings. It is the expe- 
rience of the majority of people that the most 
delicious moments of the whole day are those 
when they ought to get up anil do not. 
Hereafter let them linger in this dclight.'ul 
borderland with a quiet conscience. No mas 
can be at his best in any hour unless lie lias 
given as many hours to solid sleep as his sys- 
tem requires. The demauds of business and 
the exactions of society keep most of us out 
of bed unmercifully, and in time we get 
jadedly used to the unnatural life, and tike 
credit to ourselves that wo can do with the 
fewest hours of sleep. It is a great mistake. 
There have been great men who wore able 
to accomplish a great amount of work with 
little sleep ; but we may be sure that if we 
want to bo great men, or what is more im- 
portant in tills day, great women, wo shall 
reach the goal soonest liy being good sleepers. 
That was an honourable epitaph on the 
Dutchman's tombstone-—' 1 lie vas a gut 
sleeper.” It will not be said of many of this 
nervous excited generation. 



hammer ; also a valve so constructed as to 
work by the action of the stamp without the 
intervention of roils, cranks, tappets, or 
levei'3 ; also arrangements and combinations 
of arrangements for causing a revolution of 
the piston and hammer in either its upward 
or downward stroke ; also an arrangement 
for shifting the cylinder to adjust the length 
of stroke, and compensate for the wearing of 
the ‘shoe’ or ‘hammer head.’ 'This inven- 
tion is especially applicable for steam ham- 
mers, ore stampers, rock drills, or for any 
other purpose where a reciprocating motion 
is required more powerful in one direction 
than the other. It is intended to be used 
with steam, compressed air or gas, or water 
pressure ; and as only so much of the cylin- 
der is filled anil exhausted at every stroke as 
the piston actually descends, and as ordinary 
steam hammers fill their cylinders only to 
lift a small height when the piston is near 
the toji of the stroke, this arrangement effects 
a very considerable saving of power. The 
absence of all levers, cams, eccentricities, or 
joints, renders the machine easily managed, 
and not liable to become easily deranged.” 
These machines take up scarcely so much 
room as the ordinary machines with cams. 
By the latter only about sixty or seventy 
blows of the stampers c m he produced per 
minute ; by this new machine, nearly 200 
blows per minute can be produced. The 
force of the blow, too, may be just sufficient 
to crack the shell of an egg, or to crack the 
hardest rock. Ill tlio course of a few days, 
a public trial of the machine will be made. 
Air Selfe is securing patents in the other 
Colonies for his invention. — Si/dndj 1‘tipr.

Improved Quartz and Ore Crusher. 

The impetus which milling enterprise lias 
lately received by new discoveries of rich de- 
posits of tin, gold, and other metals in various 
parts of the Colony, has olfered a great ir- 
diiceinent to engineers to perfect or improve 
machinery used for mining purposes. One 
of the principal machines used in the produc- 
tion of gold, tin, Ac., is the quartz-crusher. 
These machines, as most people are no doubt 
aware, consist of liars loaded at one end wi ll 
blocks of iron. The “ stamps” arc raised by 
means of cams revolving upon a horizontal 
axle, and are allowed to fall by their own 
weight, or, as in some instances, an extra 
amount of force is given by means of spri igs. 
These ale the main features of the machines 
now in use. The speed with which the blows 
are struck is necessarily limited, not exceed- 
ing perhaps sixty or seventy Mows per mi- 
nute. Tlie same force, whether for fine or 
coarse quartz, has to be used. Several ma- 
chines, in which the use of steam to produce 
the blows of the hammers lias been used, 
have been invented, but none of them have 
been so successful as to supersede the prrs.mt 
arrangement with weighted bars. The dilfi- 
culties in the way of a successful application 
of steam to produce a crushing pow er have, 
however, at last been overcome by the inven- 
tion of Mr Norman Selfe (of Mort’s Engine r- 
iug and Dry Dock Company, Sydney,) and 
for which he has just taken out a patent. 
The principle of Mr Selfe’s machine consists 
in having a steam hammer; hut it dillers 
from all steam hammers hitherto constructed 
in having a constant pressure of steam to 
raise the piston and hammer, and an inter- 
mittent power to cause it to descend and give 
tiie blow. Ill previous machines, steam has 
been employed to raise tin: piston ; but the 
piston, when so raised, lias been allowed to 
fall by its own weight. This now machine 
has no levers, springs, or toppots— the only 
moving parts being the piston, with its 
stamper, or hammer, and a solid plug which 
acts as a valve. The liability to derange- 
ments is thus reduced to a minimum. In all 
ordinary steam hammers, whether a long or 
short blow is given, the same amount of 
steam is used. In Mr Sclfo’s machine, the 
amount of steam used may he regulated ac- 
cording to the length and force of the blow- 
I required. The main principle of this inven- 
■ Lion is thus set forth in the specification, upon 
which letters patent have been granted : — 

“ This invention consists of a steam ham- 
mer, or stamper, actuated by a piston within 
a cylinder, so constructed that a continuous 
pressure of steam or air overcomes the gravity 
or weight of the hammer, stamper, or piston, 
and acts with a constant force to raise them ; 
whilst an intermittent power of steam, or 
compressed air or gas, acting on the upper 
surface of the piston, and regulated by a 
valve, causes the same to descend and strike 
a blow ; by which arrangement steam only is 
used in proportion to the length of blow 
given, no power bring consumed to lift the
